LONDON,  May  2.— The  Russian  ^vict  Government 
has'  sent  an  ultimatum  to  Roumania^  demanding  the  evac- 
uation of  Bessarabia. 

A  wireless  dispatch  from  Moscow  declares  that  the 
Roumanian  Government  is  given  48  hours  in  which  tomake 
iQi"  reply.  ~        T""  '  '  7 

Bessarabit  is  a  former  Russian  province,  populated 
mostly  by  Roumanians,  and  to  which  Roumania  has  laid 
tlaim.  On  the  retirement  of  the  Germans  after  the  siting 
of  the  armistice,  Roumanian  troops  occupied  Bessarabia. 

Four  or  five  weeks  ago  Russian  Bolshevik  troops,  after 
fighting,  reached  the  Dniester  River,  the  eastern  border  of 
Bessarabia.  A  Bolshevik  official  statement  on  April  14  re- 
ported that  the  Roumanians  had  been  defeated  and  were 
retiring  from*  Bessiurabia.  Tile  Roumanian  Government, 
however,  denied  this.  The  Russian  ultimatum  to  Rou- 
nuUiia  may  have  been  sent  in  view  of  tjie  successful  Rou- 
manian campaign  against  the  communist  government  in 
Hungary.  The  Russian  Soviet  Government  thus  far  has 
attempted  unsuccessfully  to  form  a  phy'sical  union  witii 
communist  Hungary. 

VIENNA,  May  2.— King  Ferdinand  of  Roumania,  ac- 
companied by  French  generals,  is  about  to  enter  Budapest, 
the  capital  of  Hungary  ,at  the  head  of  his  troops,  a  Buch-

Today  a  writ 
waa  iMued  1>y  William  Hunter,  of  the 
painters'  union,  to  restrain  the  Royal 
Bank  from  diverting  the  funds  of  the 
union  for  the  j^urpose  of  shares  in 
the  B.C.  Federatlonist. 

The  petition  on  the  writ  recH«s  that 
on  May  1  an  attempt  was  made  to 
divert  1200  of,  the  association's  funds 
for  the  purpose  *of  propaganda  for 
the  "One  Big  Union,"  which  would 
simply  have  m^t  the  breaking  up . 
of  the  local  aasdclatlon.  The  motion 
did  not  succeed,  but  subsequently  the 
(same  member  succeeded  in  putting 
through  a  motion  to  issue  k  cheque 
for  11.160,  practically  the  whole  of 
the  funds  in  the  bank,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  buying  shares  In  the  local 
labor  paper. 

It  is  alleged  Uiat  if  such  shares  are 
purchased  it  will  result  in  <^amage  to, 
thf  union  that  cannot  be'  repaired. 
It  Is, 'therefore.'  asked  that  the  bank 
be  restrained  from  paying  the  money

a«nnany  Qan  Dull  Day 

BERLIN,  Thursday,  May  1. — Ber- 
lin, and  in  fact  all  Germany,  spent 
the  dullest  day  perhaps  in  Its  history 
today,  thanks  to  the  superfluous  holi- 
day arbitrarily  imposed  on  the  i>eople 
by  vote  of  the  National  Assembly. 
Tha  "lid"  was  so  tUht  that  people 
oould  only  get  about  by  walking, 
while  nearly  every  cafe,  restaurant 
and  hotel  was  closed.  It  was  actually 
the  first  day  when  Germany  was 
absolutely  dry. 


TiAed  up  to  tha-Iast  notch,  the  Cur- 
ties  aeroplane  acquired  by  the  local 
Aerial  Lewgue  was  given  Its  first  good 
test  last  evening.  After  a  successful 
20  minutes'  spin  dwcr  the  cl^y  it  was 
brought  bacK  to,  flpi  starting  point  at 
the  »WllIows  oVal  and  declared  by 
the  two  pilots.  Lieutenants  Clemence 
end  Rideout,  to  b^  In  fit  condition. 
Today,  some  time  after  4  o'clock,  pos- 
sibly about  4:30.  another  Right  will 
be  made,  .  this  time  In  conjunction 
with  41i«  '^HVe  -of  .the  Istand  Develop- 
ment Assodationk  the  pilots  to  dis- 
tribute pro(>aganda  in  support  of  the 
association'!)  campaign  for  funds. 
Another  feature  of  today's  flight  will 
be  the  (propping  of  a  number  of  base- 
balls^ at  the  Royal  Athletic  Park, 
where  the  opening  game  of  the  Vic- 
toria Amateur  Baseball  League  will 
take  place.  ■ 

Last  evening'a»fllght  Was  a  private 
on«  for  te3ting  Durposes  solely,  and 
^outside  tnr<  Offioials  of  the  Aerial 
League  and 'a 'number  of  flying  offi- 
cers who  hifft  4^^^  much  service 
overseas,  thy»,  IWO  'sw  persons  pres. 
ent  at  the  WllIoiAr.  The  flight  com- 
menced at  7,02  and  the  landing  was 
made  at  7:22  o'clock,  a  feature  of  the 
landing  being  the  remarkable  manner 
in  which  Pilot  Clemence  took  the 
machine  thrpugh  a  gap  In  the  fence 
surrounding  the  race  track,  a  gap 
Just  wide  enougl)  to  permit  the  pas- 
sag*  of  the  plape.  This  feat  was 
hailed  by  his  fellow  flying  officers  as 
one  of  the  best  performances  they 
had  ever  seen. 

AjBcompanylng  Pilot  Clemence  on 
the  flight  was  Pilot  Rideout.  As  is 
customary  on  such  trial  flights,  the 
machine  wa«  handled  part  of  the  time 
by  each  pilot,  and  both  expressed 
themselves  entirely  satisfied  with  the 
manner  In  which  It  answered  to  all 
movements  of  the  controls. 

VictorIai«i  took  »'  lively  Interest  In 
the  flight.  Tfi«  noise  of  the  propel- 
ler attracted  attention  from  "every 
part  of  the  city  and  people  stopped 
on  their  way  to  get  a  view.  At  some 
points  of  vantage  small  crowds  gath- 
ered and  gased  upwards  as  long  as 
the  machine  remained  In  view.  '  It 
was  the  herald  of  the  coming  new 
order  of  things.

OTTAWA, -May  3.— After  a  few  pre- 
liminaries, the  Cotpmons  spent  a  diill 
afternoon  considering  the  bankruptcy 
bill  in  committee.

BERLIN.  May  2^Picld  Mar- 
shal  Ton.  Hindcnburff  bat  writ- 
ten Prtnier'  Sbert  announcing 
his  Intention  to  retire  to  private 
life. 

"Dorinr  the  trtasitional'  per- 
iod," says  von  Hindenbiirc,  "I 
opnaidercd  it  my  duty  to  serve 
tfte  Fatherland,  but  with  the 
conclusion  of  a,  preliminary 
peace  my  taslc  will  be  folfiUed 
and  my  desire  to  retire,  in  view 
of  my  advanced  age,  will  be  imi- 
veryally  understood,  the  more 
so  because  it  is  known  how  hard 
it  has  become  for  me,  in  view  of 
my  fpinions  and  my  entire  per^ 
sonauty  and  the  past,  to  con^ 
tinue  to  encrcise  my  office." 

Herr  Ebert  replied,  assenting 
to  the.reqnest  of  the  Field  Mar- 
shal and  expressing  the  *^nd^g 
thanks'*  of  the  Cierman  people 
for  Ton  Hindenburg's  services 
and  sdf-gacrifice. 


TEN  PERSONS  KILLED 

*  IN  SPANISH  RIOT 

MADRID;  May  2. — Ten  persons 
were  killed,  sixteen  seriously  Injured 

'and  a  large  number  slightly  wounded 
in  disorders  arising  from  demonstra- 
tions of  protest  against  the  high  cost 

'of  living  in  the  Province  of  Tarragona 
on  April  28. 

There  were  several  clashes  betweeii 
gendarmes  and  civilians  on  the  pre- 
vious da^,  and  in  the  evening  the  Gov- 
ernor decided  to  r^Bduce  the  cost  of 
food  25  per  c^t.  The  following  day. 
however,  the  merchant^  were  selling 
provisions  at  the  old  i^rices.  Crowds 
pillaged  the  stores  .and  were  ^charged 
by  gendarmes.  ^ 


WAHHINQTON.  May  1.— The  deter- 
nlnatlen  of  President  Wilson,  indicated 
la  press  advfces  from  Parts,  that  no 
American  trt>ops  shell  continue  on  Ocr- 
nwn  soil  for  a  longer  period^  after  the 
signing  of  the  treaty  than*  may  be 
necessary  to  enajiark  them  for  home.

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Germans  Send  Haughty   Reply  to 
Britain  on  Libau  Affair 


PARIS,  May  2.— The  Britith  protest  against  the  overthrow 
of  the  Lettish  provisional  Government  at  Libau  and  the  demand 
that  the  situation  at  Libau  be  re-established  have  provoked  a 
haughty  reply  from  the  €krman  Government,  according  to 
advices  froyn  Barlin.  The  Germans  are  said  to  claim  that  the 
revolt  in  Libau  was  the  work  of^  Letts. 

Tho  SeewolflP  Uhrblatt  of '  Berlin,  however,  declares  the 
affair  resulted  from  Pan*Oerman  intrigue,  and  that  it' was  4ie 
wprk  of  Gerfnan  barons  in  the  Bahic  provinces  and  their  agents. 
The  paper  says  that  the  money  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Ger- 
man troops  at  Libau  and  several  otMer  points  in  Iha  east  was 
suppMed  by  the  barons.  It  con^fudcp :  "It  is  stirprising  to  see  at 
a  dme  when  Germany  manifests  her  desli'e  for  peace  and  wishes 
tp  prove  that  she  has  given  up  her  former  policy  of  intrigue  that 
the  game  that  led  to  her  ruin  is  being  kept  up.** 

The  Lettish  provkiana)  Goveniment  in  Libau  was  over- 
thrown April  16  by  German  and  Baltic  German  troqp*.  The  Let- 
tish troops  wert  disarmed  and  inambers  of  the  Lettish  cabinet 
arrested.  Latest  rsporti  fiQpnt  XibAu  have  been  that  the  dty  was 
held  and  controlled  by  the  Germans. 

British  wyrsUps  were  in  the  harbor  of  Ubao  at  the  time  of 
the  coup,  but  there  have  been  no  reports  of  a  British  protest.

Express    Dissatisfaction   with 
.  Terms  of  Treaty  Applying  to 
Their  Country  —  Territorial 
and  Financial  Objections. 


PARIS.  May  3.— The  Belgian  detega- 
Uon  to  the  peace  conference  Is  express- 
ing dissatisfaction-  over  the  terras  of 
the  preliminaries  for  peace  as  they 
affect  Belgium,  None  of  the  terrlto- 
;;^.t'lal  claims  of  Belgium  baa  oeen  grant- 
ed, except  that  of  Malmed|^  ht-  itbealsb 
Prusslf,  the  population  of  which  before 
the  yar  was  larsely  Walloon.  Malmedy 
will  revert  to  Belgium.  The  territory 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Schedlt  river 
and  Maastricht  and  the  Limburg  penin- 
sula are  not  mentioned  in     the^erms. 

Of  9500.000,000  altfady  menti4ed  as 
an  immediate  financial  indeifinlty .  for 
Belgium,  more  than  half  the  aifiount 
has  merely  been  placed  to  Belgium's 
credit  in  Allied  countries  as  part  pay- 
ment of  war  loans.

VANCOUVBB,   May   2.— Better  re- 

preeentatlon  on  Dominion.  Provincial 
and  civic  elective  bodlla  is  deaired  by 
mernber«  of  tiie  Grtet  War  Veterans' 
Asaoclation.  To  consider  ways  and 
means  by  which  the  co-operation  oi 
other  returned  soldiers'  orsaniaationa 
and  clvlliana  of  all  political  parties 
who  agree  with  the  principle  can  be 
secured,  the  Vancouver  branch,  at  lis 
meeting  on  Thursday  nlirht,  appoint- 
ed a  committee  of  six  men.  They  wll) 
start,  work  immediately. 
I  This  decision  is  the  result  of  a  mo- 
tion Introduced  by  Comrade  de  Weille 
that  the  Q.W.V.A.  should  at  all  Umea 
endeavor  to  elect  returned-  soldier 
candidates  to  Provincial  and  Federal 
parliaments  on  a  platform  formulat- 
ed by  the  Q.W.V.A.  This  moUon, 
whtch  was  inti-oduced  two  weeks  ago, 
has  been  the  subject  of  consldecable 
comment,  and  When  debated  Thurs- 
day night,  met  with  so  much  opposi- 
tion that  the- ipover  agreed  to  drop 
the  portion  referring  to  "a  platform 
formulated  by  the  Q.W.V.A." 
'"  This  still  did  not  appear  to  meet 
with  what  was  desired,  and  Lleut.- 
Col.  J.  W.  McIntoBh.  M.P.P.,  moved 
that  the  association  appoint  a  com- 
mittee ^to  consider  ways  and  means 
of  co-operating  with  other  veterans 
and  civilians  generally,  looking  to- 
wards better  representation  In  all 
public  elective  bodies.  This  resolu- 
tion was  carried  unanimously,  and  a 
committee  consiating  of  Messrs.  Ian 
Mackenzie,  Brcnnan,  Johhatou,  But- 
terwoith,  Conway  and  Mcintosh  was 
appointed  to  act. 

Colonel  Mcintosh  stated  that  all 
wcre^  agreed  -Xhat-jicUhor  J>y  the  pre- 
sent Provincial  Qevernment-  nor  by 
the  previous  Oovornment  were  the 
people  well  served,  and  he  predicted 
that  the  powers  at  Victoria  would  -be 
"down  and  out  when  they  came  to 
the  people."  He  argued  that  the  sol- 
diers should  co-operate  with  the  civil- 
ians to  get  candidates  in  the  field  who 
would  be  satisfactory  to  the  soldlera 
as  a  group. 

The  original  motion  on  the  matter, 
which  favored  the  establishment  of 
independent  political  action  by  veter- 
ans as  a  whole,  was  hammered  hard 
by  several  speakers,  who  suw  in  it  a 
trap  laid  by  the  old-time  politicians 
"to  split  the  soldiers,  knowing  that 
many  would  adhere  to  their  old  par- 
ties, and  that  dissension. in  the  ranks 
would  follow." 

Looking  towards  the  formation  o* 
r  a  united^  service  council  to  take  Joint 
action  on  all  matters  affecting  veter- 
ans as  a  whole,  a  committee,  compos- 
ed of  Messrs.  Paige,  Seattle,  Harnett.

STORY  IS  REUTED 


'Mr.  Findlay,  in  Testifying  in 
Stump  Case,  Says  He  Does 
Not  Know  Where  350  Cases 
Went. 


VANCOUVER,  May  2.— Walter  C. 
Findlay,  former  Prohibition  Conimls^ 
slonef  for  British  Columbia,  called  as 
a  wltpess  for  the  Crown  today  in  the 
prosecution  of  H.  J.  Stump,  charged 
with  the  theft  of  liquor,  stated  that 
he  privately  had  brought  700  cases 
of  rye  whiskey 'into  British  Columbia 
last  Fall  and  had  shipped  360  cases 
out  of  this  quantity  into  the  State  of 
Washington.  In  November.  It  is  part 
of  Jho  balance  of  the  700  cases  which 
Stump  is  accused  of  stealing. 

Mr.  Findlay,  stated  that  in  Novem-, 
ber  he  had  imported  personally  a  car 
of  700  cases  of  Qeoderham  and  Worts 
whiskey,  which  on  November  4  had 
been  placed  In  a  warehouse  at  1114. 
Hamilton  Street.  Directly  afterwards 
under  his  instructions  850  cases  were 
removed  and  shipped  by  way  of  the 
North  Vancouver  Wharf  to  the  State 
of  Washington.  On  the  morning  of 
November  8,  when  the  door  of  the 
Hamilton  Street  warehouse  was  open- 
ed, it  was  found  that  the  remaining 
260  cases  had  disappeared,  and  he 
had  not,  to  his  knowledge,  see^  them 
since. 

A  number  of  the  caAu  found  In 
possession  of  Stump  were  placed  on 
exhibit  in  the  court,  -and  Findlay 
swore  they  were  similar  to  the  ones 
he  had  Imported,  and  moreover  were 
marked  like  them,  with  the  initials 
W.  C.  F.,  though  evidently  an  at- 
tempt had  been  made  to  erase  them 
In  this  case.  . 

Cross-examined  by  •  counsel  for 
Stump/  Findlay  said  that  he  could 
not  swear  positively  that  the  860 
cases  he  had  shipped  away  were  not 
still  In  the  province.  He  admitted 
that  he  had  been  Hned  11.000  for  Il- 
legally Impoi^lng  it.  Mr.  Justice 
Gregory  aaked  whether  he  could  not 
state  with  more  certainty  what  had 
become  of  the  360  cases  that  had 
been  shipped  out.  It  was  surely  pos- 
sible Xo  get  the  name  of  the  carter 
who  had  taken  it  to  the  boat,  then 
tlnd  to  whom  it  had  been  delivered, 
and  so  follow  on  and  probe  the  mat- 
ter to  the  bottom. 

The  Jury  found  Mr.  Stump  not 
guilty  on  th«  charge  of  receiving 
stolen  liquor. 

"You  are  free  to  go.  but  I  guess  we 
will  have  to  keep  the  whiskey,"  said 
Mr.   Justice  Gregory  to  Stump. 

The  defence  suggested  that  if 
Findlay  could  not  identify  the  liquor 
with  certainty,  the  jury  could  not  be 
expected  to  do  so.  With  regard  to 
the  liquor  being  captured  while  be- 
ing moved  from  a  place  on  Seymour 
Street,  u  Was  pointed  eut  that  secrecy 
would  naturally  be  observed  when 
transporting  liquor  from  one  illegal 
place  to  another.

WINNIPBO.  May  8.— Bishop  Bud- 
ka  has  been  taken  to  the  hospital  to 
undergo  an  otteratlon,  therefore  his 
appearance  before  the  alien  enemy 
board  has  been  postponed  until  he  is 
able  to  attend.

The  Sinn  Felners'  Declaration  of 
Indepandeiiee.  which  has  been  pub- 
lished in  New  York,  says  that  in  the 
election  «f  December,  1918,  the  Irish 
electorate  seized  the  first  opportunity 
to  declare  "by  an  overwhelming  ma- 
jority, its  firm  allegiance  to  the  Iris)} 
Republic"  '  In  the  interests  of  accur- 
acy a  statement  of  this  klha  should 
bo  corrected.  It  is  true  there  were  71 
Blnn  Fein  members  elected,  but  they 
were  not  elected  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  Irish  people.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  a  large  majority  of  Che  Irish 
voters  either  voted  again  8inn  Felh 
or  stayed  quietly,  at  home.  In  all  Ire- 
land the  number  of  registered  electors 
of  all  categoriea  is  placed  at  1.917,245. 
In  the  election  there  were  a  number 
of  uncontested  constituencies,  mainly 
in  Munster,  whioit  went  over  from  the 
d*Brienltes  to  the  Sinn  Feinsrs.  The 
registered  voters  in  -^ese  constitu- 
encies, if  deducted  from  the  total  poll, 
would  leave  1,462,467  electors  who 
were  given  the  opportunity  of  express- 
ing their  view  by  ballot.  Of  these 
486,106  voted  for  Sinn  Fein  as  against 
977,862  who  voted  against  or  did  net 
VOte^t  all.  Of  actual- votes  cast  486,- 
106  wSre  for  Sinn  Fein  and  648.367 
against.  -

Brigadier-General  Grimwade  made 
a  distinguished  military  record  In  the 
Great  War.

City  Council  Convinced  Labor 
Organization  Has  the  Right 
Idea  — ;  General  Organiser 
Addresses  Committee. 


The  purpose  ot  the  Khaki  Labor 
Union  was  explained  to  the  Streets 
Committee  of  the  City  Council  yes- 
terday by  Mr.  J.  H.  B.  Hallam.  gen- 
eral organiser  for  the  Union  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  with  headquarters  In 
Vancouver. 

While  the  committee  took  no  defi- 
nite action  yesterday.  It  Is  under- 
stood that  the  principles' of  the  union 
will  receive  the  unquallfled  endorse- 
ment of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Hallam  explained  that  mem- 
bership In  the  iChakl  Labor  Union 
was  open  to  all  ex-service  men  who 
were  prepared  to  take  the  oath  of  al- 
legiance to  their  King  and  country. 

He  declared  that  the  Khaki  Labor 
Union  was  \fi  direct  opposition  to  la- 
bor leadership  of  the  mora  extrema 
and  radical  kind,  and  that  one  of  Ita 
principal  reasons  fdr  organising  was 
to  combat  the  red  flaggers  and  re- 
volutionaries. He  contended  that  It 
waa  the  duty  of  capital  and  labor  to 
get  together  In  the  settlement  of  all 
disputes  affecting  their  common  in- 
teresta,  and  that  an  attitude  of  com- 
promise should  ba  aSoptad  by  both 
parties. 

Several  of  the  aldermen  spoke  la 
comroendaUon  of  the  views  held  by 
Mr.  Hallam  and  thoaa  behind  the 
Khaki  Labor  Union,  holding  that 
there  was  an  element  In  tha  ranks  ot 
labor  that  eould  w«U  ba  di^>anaad 
with  and  that  such  an  Instltatlon  aa 
tha  Khaki  Labor  Union  would  affae- 
tlvely  fsrve  to  wead  out  tha  Bolsbavik 
thaorlra  and  violaat  Boclallsta  who 
ware  at  praaant  elogginc  tha  m^ 
ehlnery  «t  loyal  labor. 

Mr.  Hallam  stAtaS  that  tha  Khaki 
Labor  Union  would  not  afllllata  with 
any  othar  labor  ofgaalntlen.  but 
that  It  had  no  auarral  with  ortantsad 
labor  as  such.  Ha  admitted,  how- 
aver,  that  organlaaS  labor  waa  avl- 
dantty  antagoniatle  to  tha  Khaki  La- 
bor Union,  for  rsaaona  whloh  ha  could 
not  sttrmlsa  aad  which  mlontata  did 
Boc  aaws  wsSSIs  s<  aiptolnlng.

A  plan  to  bridge"  Rock  Bay  with  a 
foot  treetle,  if  with  nothing  else,  waa 
submitted  to  the  Streets  Committee 
of  the  City  Council  yesterday  by  City 
Bnglneer  F.  M.  Preston.  Tbe  com- 
mittee declined  to  reach  a  decision  In 
fhfl  matter  and  tabled  It  for  future 
discussion. 

February  ^,  Mr.  Preston  reported 
on  the  Rock  Bay  bridge  proposal, 
stating  the  approximate  cost  of  re- 
pairing the  present  structure,  of  ik-o- 
vtdlng  «  fQotpath  over  the  open  span 
for  pedestrian  traffic,  and  upon  the 
feasibility  ^  of  dumping  ashes  and 
other  materlAl  as  a  foundation  for 
the  bridge. 

Yesterday  Mr,  Preston  reported  the 
two  following  soheraes  as  alternatives 
for  a  footway.  Both  of  them.. stated 
Mr.  Preston,  entail  the-  removal  en- 
tirely of  the  Discovery  Street  side  of 
the  existing  trestle.    He  added: 

''It  will  ba  possible  to  obtain  a  nine 
,per  cent  grade  down  from  Pembroke 
Street  to  the  level  of  the  existing  fill 
at  the  entrandb  to  the  B.C.  Electric 
power  house?  The  footway  would 
then  follow  along  the  top  of  the  exlat- 
Ing  flll  for  a  distance  of  about  400 
feet  to  the  end  of  the  present  timber 
breastwork  where  the  trestle  makes 
Its  turn.  , 

"From  there  on  to  the  opening  to 
be  provided  for  the  traffic  into  the 
bay  the  work  would  consist  of  a  tim- 
ber Crib  at>out  fifteen  feet  In  height 
above  the  mud  level,  and  whilst  the 
Interior  of  the  crib  is  being  filled  In 
a  sidewalk  would  be  provided  along 
the  top  of  the  crib.  The  level  of  thla 
sidefvalk  would  be  at  an  elevation  of 
the  present  floor  of  the  mill  until  it 
reaches  a  point  where  a  nine  per 
cent  grade  would  rise  to  the  deck  of 
a  70 -foot  fixed  iipan  with  a  cleidandl 
above  high  water  of  eighteen  feet: 
and  after  crossing  this  th«  footway 
would  follow  along  the  existing  trestle 
at  the  Esquimau  end.  In  this  scheme 
the  work  as  far  aa.the  end  of  the 
timber  breastwork  at  the  angle  of 
the  present  trestle  would  follow  the 
lines  of  the  previously  mentioned 
scheme,  but  In  place  of  the  crib  and 
fill  a  light  pile  trestre  would  be  pro- 
vided as  far  as  the  openlnv  for  traJBe 
into  the  bay. 

"The  approximate  cost  for  the  first 
scheme,  with  no  allowance  for  filling, 
would  amount  to  about  |>,600,  and 
for  the  second  about  $7,600  complete. 
The  width  of  the  footway  in  heth 
cases  would  be  at>out  seven  feet  six 
between  the  railings.  Both  schemes 
have  the  advafitage  that  they  do 
away  with  the  preaent  '  unaightly 
structure."

In  oonnectlon  with  the  San  Fran- 
cisco dispatch  of  a  day  or  two  ago 
stating  that  some  four  thousand 
wounded  and  ill  Csecjio-Slovak  sol- 
diers would  be  brought  from  Siberia 
to  San  Francisco  and  Victoria,  B.C., 
for  treatment,  nothing  Officially  Is 
known  at  Military  Headquarters  here 
of  such  arrangement,  but  should  any 
large  number  of  men  be  sent,  as  re- 
ported, the  authorities  assert  that 
^hey  win  be  quite  r(»ady  to  handle 
them  and  provide  the  necessary  hos- 
pital  facilities  for  their  treatment. 

According  to  the  dispatch  In  ques- 
tion, an  agreement  had  been  effected 
by  British,,  American  and'  Cs«cho- 
Blovak  officials  for  the  treatment  at 
the  two  points  mentioned  of  the 
Cscho-Slovak  soldiers,  two  thousand 
of  whom  were  to  be  taken  to  the  San 
Francisco  port  and  two  thousand  to 
VIcfbria.  Th  only  bar  to  the  imme- 
diate transportation  of  the  men  was 
Htated  to  be  the  shortage  of  ships.

Mr.  Joshua  Kingham,  chaimah  of 
the  Victoria  Oala  Day  Committee,  was 
present  and  was  Invited  to  address 
the  meetinik  and  to  explain  the  pro- 
gress made  to  date  with  the  arrange- 
ments. At  the  outset  he  showed  the 
advantages  to  be  gained  by  the  co- 
operation of  all  the  ex -Service  men's 
organizations  in  the  city  and,  refer-

K Ingham  is  to  be  chairman  of  this 
special  committee. 

The  speaker  reported  on  funds  al- 
ready subscribed  toward  the  Gala 
Day,  these  amounting  to  more  than 
1600  and  inclildlng  a  grant  of  1 100  by 
the  B.  C.  Electric;  $2G0  from  the  City 
Council;  $150  from  Saantch  Ceuncil. 
and  asHlstance  from  the  Rotary  Club 
in  defraying  expenses  incurred  in  -.lon- 
nection  with  the  preparations  for  ».he 
forthcoming  event. 

Comrade  Freegard,  seconded  by 
Comrade  French,  moved  that  the 
Comrades  of  the  Great  War  Join 
forces  with  other  ex-service  men's 
crganlzations  on  Victoria  Day  with  a 
view  to  supplementing  the  fund  to 
be  devoted  to  relief  work  among  de- 
pendents of  men  who  were  disabled 
or  who  fell  In  action,  the  meeting 
ultimately  supporting  the  resolution 
and  passing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Kingham  for  explaining  matters.

NEW  YORK",  May  2.— Supreme 
Court  Justice  Cohalan  received  today 
from  Sean  T.  OJKelly,  the  repre- 
senUtive  of  the  'Irish  Republic"  at 
Parle,  a  copy  of  the  declaration  of  In- 
dependence adopte4  .by  the  .Irish  Re- 
public Parliament,  publication  of 
which  has  been  suppressed  in  Ireland. 
This  is  the  first  copy  to  reach  this 
country.  The  text  of  the  declaration 
reads: 

"Whereas,  the  Irish,  people  is  by 
right  a  free  people;  and, 

Whereas,  for  seven  hundred  years 
the  Irish  people  has  never  ceased  to 
repudiate  aqd  has  repeatedly  pro- 
tested in  arms  against  foreign  usurpa- 
ion,  and 


"Whereas,  EngMsh  rule  in  this 
country  Is,  and  always  has  been  based 
upon  force  and  fraud,  and  maintained 
by  military  occupation  against  the 
declared  will  of  the  people:   and, 

"Whereas,  the  Irish  Republic  was 
proclaimed  In  Publin  on  ^^aster. Mon- 
day. 1S16,  by  the  Irish  Republlcikn 
Army,  acting  on  behalf  of  tbi)  Irish 
people;   and 

"Whereas,  the  Irish  people  la  re- 
solved to  secure  and  maintain  its  com- 
plete Independence  in  order  to  pro- 
mote the  common  weal,  to  re-estab- 
lish Justioe.  to  provide  for  future  de- 
fence, to  Insure  peace  at  home  and 
goodwill  with  nations  and  to  oonsti- 
tnte  a  national  policy  b^sed  upon  the 
people's  will  with  equal  right  and 
equal  opportunity  for  every  citizen, 
and  "Whereas,  at  the  threshold  of 
new  era  in  history  the  Irish  eleotorate 
has  in  the  general  eleotion  of  Decem- 
ber, Itll,  seized  the  first  occasion  to 
declare  by  an  -overwhelming  ma- 
jority, its  firm  allegiance  to  the  Irish 
Republic;

.  "We  claim  for  our  ohtlonal  inde- 
pendence the  recognition  and  sup- 
port of  every  free  nation  of  the 
world,  and  we  proclaim  our  'inde- 
pendence to  be  a  condition  precedent 
to  international  peace  hereafter; 

"In  the  name  of  the  Irish  people
